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What War Has Cost in Bnmin Life. 

During the civil war theie were 
1,882 general engagement*, battles 
and skirmishes in which at leusi 
one regiment was engaged on each 
side and in more than 00 regiments 
in each army the In-- in killed and 
wounded was from 50 to h5 per 
cent, of the members engaged. 
The great battle of Waterloo de- 

V i ided the fate and changed the 
geography of all Europe. In 
battle Nupoleon had 62,000 men 
and 25(> guns. Wellington, witl 
the allies, had 72,000 me.i and ove 
200 guns. Thev lost on tadi side ii 
killed and wounded about 23,CO 
men, beiDg a percentage of loss from 
25 to 32 per cent. Turn to the 
great battle of Gettysburg and com 
pare it with the battle of Waterloo, 
Gen. Meade had 82,000 men, with 
the Sixth corps in reserve, with 250 
guns. Gen. Lee had an army 
72,000 men, with 200 gune. 1 
n^ses were 23,000 on each side 
tjkfc engagement, almost identi 

HRth the losses at Waterloo. 

Tile battle between the French 
and Russians at Borodino was per 
haps the bloodiest battle since th 
Invention of gunpowder; there wer 
80,000 men killed on each side. But 
as each army numbered over 130, 
000, the per cent, of loss was lesf 
than at Gettysburg and liss thar 
at Waterloo. Take the great battlt 
at Leipzig, where Napoleon hai 
175,000 men, and where the alliei 
had on the first day 275,000, in 

torcements to »30,uu0. There were 
about 10.000 killed on each side. 
Yet the very largest number engag- 
ed in that battle made the per cent, 
of loss very much less than at Get- 
tysburg or Waterloo.

It is the character of the animal 
that counts, not the pedigree. The 
pedigree is simply to tell what the 
progenitors have done, and whit is 
1 fair expectation of the offspring. 

A profitable dairy cow is one 
Inn;:, and a profitable beef cow is 
mother. No beef man would se 
lect the carcass of a choice dairy 
cow for beef purposes. Neither 
vould ■ cowman select a fat beet 
nrdalrj purposes. They both have 
their important places to fill. 

The Arabs are the ideal horse 
mabtcrs. They believe that the 
character of the horse is as much 
influenced by kind treatment as the 
disposition of a child. They make 
heir horses their companions, and 
consequently have the most docile 
and teachable horse in the world. 

One place where some farmers 
make a mistake is in trying to get 
along with too few horses. A little 
extra force in horse ilesh is a won- 
derful advantage. Horses that 
worked to the limit of their 
strength will not do as much work, 
nor do it as well, as those which 
have a little margin to spare. 

When stock has been wounded it 
is bast to thoroughly cleanse the 
wound and after applying an anes- 
thetic, to tie it up so as to protect 
it, and keep it clean. 

An extra horse on the farm, to do 
the going to tswn, and any special 
wo k, is a great advantage, 
frjsh horse can be used instead of 
a tired one: an extra horse will en- 
able a man to ride when plowing 
or harrowing, instead of walking 
It saves man tlesh at the small ex 
penee of horse-flesh. 

A farm and a farmer are easily 
read by the kind of stock he keeps 
upon it, and the way in which it 
kept. One c»n purchase tine stock 
and give it very poor ca 
horse's coat, and his libs, speak 
louder than words, of the disi 
tion or his master.

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POINTS ABOUT THE SALMON 

The Biography of This Game Fish Ia 
Filled with ruMltng 
Blanks. 

Who knows the way of the eagle 
In tbe air, or of the salmon in the 
sea ? Of all fish the most tantaliz- 
ing, he has been the life study of 
thousands of men, writes Frederic 
Irland, in Ht ribner's. Yet how lit- 
tle anyone really knows about him 
and how conflicting is the testi- 
mony as to what is known! If you 
want to get tbp ulea that there i» 
no such tiring as abstract truth, 
you can form that opinion quick- 
ly by sitting in front of the fire- 
place in a fishing club some eve- 
ning when the most experienced 
members are present and feel like 
talking. There is scarcely any 
proposition connected with thf 
life history of this rish upon which 
any two men of 40 or 50 years' ex- 
perience in salmon fishing wilt 
agree. The biography of the fish 
is tilled with puzzling blanks. Y'ou 
catch a glimpse of him in his in- 
fancy. He mysteriously disap- 
pears, returns during adolescence, 
and then is pone again until, on 
his third appearance, the infant 
has grown to be fully mature. 
Who would think the childish 
smolt of a few ounces, that slips 
quietly down river in the early 
upring, could come bnck in the 
rianie summer in the pride of youth 
us a three of four pound grilse? 
And the ^ext time he goes, upon . 
what meat doth he feed, that he 
jumps to maturity and ten pounds' 
weight? What ports does he visit 
while he ia off on his deep-sea 
cruise? Where does he keep tbe 
•hart by which, after his far away 
wanderings, he unerringly re- 
turns to hia birthplace? And why jr*~ 
do many grilse come to some riv- 
and comparatively few or none 
to others? In Miramichi v?ater* 
e are in August ten grilse to 
every full-grown salmon. In the 
Tobique there are scarcely any 
fcrilse at all.
